The  social  conditions  and  the  general  industries  in  the  area  are  cotton- 
spinning  and  weaving,  papermaking,  brickmaking  and  agriculture.  There  is  no 
evidence  that  the  war  has  exerted  any  influence  over  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  District,  either  due  to  long  hours  or  any  other  causes; 
tiiere  was  only  one  small  outbreak  of  Measles  which  was  of  any  note.

There  have  been  no  changes  or  developments  during  the  year  and  the  war  has 
not  exercised  any  influence  on  ambinlance  facilities,  and  they  remain  exactly 
as  stated  in  the  report  for  1938a

During  the  year  a piped  supply  was  installed  from  a spring  at  Top  o'  th' 
Meadow,  Pickup  Bank  to  supply  the  central  part. 

The  main  owned  by  the  Blackburn  Corporation  was  extended  from  Longsight 
Road,  Salesbury  to  Park  Gate  Farm,

Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

One  small  outbreak  of  Measles  occurred  in  the  Billington  and  Langjio  districts 
during  the  year*  The  Roman  Catholic  School  rre.3  closed  for  a short  period  and 
the  outbreak  subsided*  OthervTiso  most  of  the  cases  were  few  and  sporadic. 

A much  larger  number  of  infectious  diseases  and  particularly  Dysentery  was 
notified  from  an  Institution  within  the  District;  those  are  of  course  included 
in  the  following  figures.
